Cohen announces 
re-election bid

t may come as no surprise to 

many that Agawam Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen is hoping for 
another two years in office, and 
he formally announced his inten- 
tion to run during a re-election 
fundraiser dinner on Friday, May 
6 at the Polish American Club in 
Feeding Hills. 

Cohen has spent a total of 10 
years in the mayor’s seat with his 
current term coming after a two- 
year hiatus when he was defeated 
by former mayor Susan R. Dawson. She was 
in office for one term. Cohen was re-elected 
to the position two years ago. 

“T’m extremely proud of the accomplish- 
ments that I’ve been able to do in this posi- 
tion,” he said.

His list of achievements during his tenure 
include maintaining performance levels at 
each of the town’s schools; the new Depart- 
ment of Public Works facility 
and senior center; the modular 
classrooms allowing for free kin- 
dergarten for all kindergarten stu- 
dents; the development of School 
Street Park; the Agawam Public 
Library as well as the high school 
library; and the start of an ambu- 
lance service in Feeding Hills. 

“We only had one [ambulance 
in service] when I first started,” 
Cohen said. But with response 
time lagging from the fire head- 
quarters on Main Street to residences in 
Feeding Hills, Cohen said an ambulance 
there was necessary. 

“That one act has saved many lives,” he 


said.

lot has changed in the fire service 
Ais since Agawam Fire Chief 

Stephen Martin became a firefight- 
er nearly 30 years ago. In his years on the 
job, technology has come a long way in 
making firefighters — who risk their lives 
for others during emergency situations 
— safer. 

But after three de- 
cades on the job, 
Martin has set his 
sights on retirement, 
effective last week. 

“T’ve had a wonder- 
ful career and I have 
no regrets,’ he said 
Friday, May 6, during a 
celebration in his honor. 

That was his last day on 
the job. 

Prior to becoming a firefighter, Martin 
held a series of temporary jobs in West 
Springfield, at the postal service, and in the 
department of public safety working with 
state police in a civilian capacity. Though 
he started his fire career in West Spring- 
field, economic upheaval in the early 1980s 
cost him his job and he sought a position in 
Agawam under civil service laws. 


The biggest change during his career, he 
said, was that of technology and the ap- 
proach to firefighting. The job (though still 
dangerous) has become increasingly safer 
for firefighters today. 

“The equipment is better,” he said. In the 
1980s, protective gear for firefighters cost 
about $180 and were not flame retardant, 
while today, the gear is both flame and wa- 
ter resistant and costs about $2,000. 

“Tt’s much safer for fire- 

fighters in this era, but it is 
still a hazardous occupa- 
tion,” he said. 

Martin served the town 
of Agawam as a fire- 
fighter for three years 
before being promoted 

to lieutenant, a position 

he held for nine years. 

He was the deputy chief 

for 12 years and spent four years as chief 
of the department. 

“Steve has brought a wealth of knowl- 
edge in all areas of firefighting, hazardous 
materials and emergency management 
to the department,” said Agawam Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen. “He is a wonderful 
role model. Not only is he a leader to the 
fire department; he’s also a friend to the 
department. He cares about the firefighters

Putting tick-born 
diseases in the limelight 


May is Lyme Disease 
Awareness Month

AGAWAM - Beth Rosati was unaware 
of what was happening to her when, in late 
summer of 2009, she was bedridden with fa- 
tigue, chronic pain and what she described 
as “brain fog.” But after numerous trips to 
her doctor — during which she was told her 
symptoms were a result of worsening fibro- 
myalgia — Rosati discovered she was actu- 
ally suffering with Lyme disease, an inflam- 
matory disease spread though a tick bite. 

“T saw a mark on my arm,” Rosati said of 
the tick bite. “It looked like a little pepper 
grain that wasn’t healing right. I went to the 
doctor three weeks later and tested negative 
[for Lyme disease].” 

According to PubMed Health, a con- 
sumer health website produced by the Na- 
tional Center for Biotechnology Information 
(NCBJ), a division of the National Library of 
Medicine at the National Institutes of Health, 
Lyme disease is caused by a bacterium that 
are carried by certain ticks. The ticks pick up 
the bacteria when they bite mice or deer that 
are affected with Lyme disease. 

It was first reported in the U.S. in the town 
of Old Lyme, Conn. in 1975. Though most 
cases occur in the Northeast, it has been re- 
ported throughout most parts of the country. 

Not everyone who is infected with the

bacteria gets ill, however. Generally, symp- 
toms resemble the flu and can include chills, 
fever, headache, lethargy, and muscle pain. 

Symptoms in people with the later stages 
of the disease include body itching, joint 
inflammation, stiff neck, and unusual or 
strange behavior. 

A blood test can be done to check for an- 
tibodies to the bacteria that cause Lyme dis- 
ease and a physical exam may show joint,

are living, with costs escalating all around 
us (except for that of our salaries!) families 
across the nation — and right here in Western 
Mass — are finding it ever more difficult to put 
food on their shelves. 

In an effort to help those individuals, letter 
carriers in cities and towns across America — 
including right here in Agawam — will deliver 
more than mail when they make the rounds 
along their postal routes this Saturday. 

On May 14, the National Association of 
Letter Carriers (NALC) will collect the good- 
ness and compassion of their postal customers 
participating in the 19th annual NALC Na- 
tional Food Drive — the largest one-day food 
drive in the country. 

It is a coordinated effort with participation 
from the NALC and the help of rural letter car- 
riers, with backing by the United States Postal 
Service, the Campbell Soup Company, AFL- 
CIO, United Way, Cox Target Media and its 
Valpak Direct Marketing Systems and Uncle 
Bob’s Self Storage. 

Letter carriers will collect non-perishable 
food donations left by mailboxes and in post 
offices and will deliver them to community 
food banks, pantries and shelters. 

The food collected here in Agawam will be 
dropped off at Bethany Assembly of God on 
Main Street to be distributed locally. 

Last year, 230,815 pounds were collected 
to benefit 24 area food pantries here in West- 
ern Mass. Letter carriers directly help people 
in their own communities by giving the food 
to pantries serving the city or town they de- 
liver to. 

Your help in this endeavor is simple. All 
you have to do is put your non-perishable 
donation in a bag by your mailbox and your 
letter carrier will pick it up during his or her 
daily rounds. 

Give as much (or as little!) as you can.

House passes budget 


BOSTON- State Rep. Nicholas A. Boldy- 
ga, R-Southwick, along with his colleagues 
in the House announced the adoption of the 
Fiscal Year 2012 budget, which is free of tax 
increases and aims to preserve essential lo- 
cal and state services. 

“T was pleased to see an overwhelmingly 
bipartisan adoption of the budget. I believe 
this year’s budget process demonstrates our 
ability to put politics aside and do what is 
best for communities throughout the Com- 
monwealth,” said Boldyga. 

The final budget, which received bi-parti- 
san support, closes a $1.9 billion budgetary 
gap. In addition to being fiscally reasonable, 
the budget also includes many Republican 
lead cost-saving initiatives. 

In seeking to give more funding to cities 
and towns, the Republican caucus offered 
an amendment which would enable the dis- 
tribution of General Fund money to local 
municipalities. The Local Aid amendment, 
which received unanimous support, will al- 
low half of the Commonwealth’s reversions, 
or $65 million, whichever is less, to be given 
to municipalities. Using the Lottery formula, 
the money seeks to aide cities and towns 
with this one-time funding. 

Other cost saving measures adopted into 
the final version of the budget, include an 
effort to eliminate wasteful spending in the 


Commonwealth. With the adoption of the 
Prescription Drug Waste amendment, the 
state looks to save close to an estimated $20 
million in drug costs. The amendment, which 
directs state operated facilities to return or 
recycle any unused prescription medicine 
for reimbursement, is currently in practice in 
38 other states. 

Having passed the House, the budget now 
stands before the Senate for consideration.

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May ts National High Blood Pressure Education Month 


SPRINGFIELD — Almost everyone will 
experience high blood pressure at some 
point in his or her life. A temporary spike 
in blood pressure can often be attributed to 
a stressful situation, something you may 
have eaten, or even a medication you are 
taking. But a sustained high blood pressure 
independent of these circumstances signals 
hypertension — a concern for both you and 
your doctor. 

One in every three Americans has high 
blood pressure, and many don’t know that 
they already have it or are at risk to develop 
it. May is National High Blood Pressure Ed- 
ucation Month — a time to increase aware- 
ness about the prevention and treatment of 
the life-threatening condition. 

“High blood pressure, also referred to as 
hypertension, is a primary risk factor for 
heart disease and stroke. It may also dam- 
age your kidneys and eyes,” said Dr. Greg- 
ory Giugliano, associate director, Cardiac 
Catheterization Lab and Research in the 
Baystate Heart and Vascular Program. 

“High blood pressure is often called the 
‘silent killer’ because by the time symptoms 
occur, serious health problems have already 
begun to develop. However, the condition 
is easily detected and can usually be treated 
successfully with medications once the di- 
agnosis is made,” said Giugliano. 

“Anyone can develop hypertension, and 
as you grow older, the likelihood of devel- 
oping high blood pressure increases, espe- 
cially if you are overweight, obese or have 
diabetes.” 

Other risk factors include high choles- 
terol, physical inactivity, drinking too much 
alcohol and smoking. 

A recent finding by the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control noted that one of the big- 
gest culprits of high blood pressure is the 
consumption of twice the recommended 
amount of salt daily. Americans are eating 


over 3,500 mg of salt a day when the rec- 
ommended amount is 1,500 mg daily. 

These risk factors are modifiable and can 
be addressed with lifestyle changes and 
medications, however, “some risk factors 
such as age, ethnicity, and family history 
of high blood pressure are uncontrollable,” 
said Giugliano. 

According to the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention, almost 90 percent 
of adults ages 45-64 will develop high blood 
pressure during the remainder of their life- 
time, while about 25 percent of American 
adults ages 20 years or older have prehy- 
pertension. In the United States, high blood 
pressure is more common among blacks 
than whites. About 44 percent of black 
women have high blood pressure. Mexican- 
Americans have the lowest level of hyper- 
tension compared to non-Hispanic whites 
and blacks. 

The National Heart, Lung, and Blood 
Institute identifies high blood pressure as a 
factor in 67 percent of heart attacks and 77 
percent of strokes, and it precedes 74 per- 
cent of cases of heart failure. 

“High blood pressure is one of the most 
common causes of stroke because it puts 
unnecessary stress on blood vessel walls, 
causing them to thicken and deteriorate,” 
said Dr. Carmel Armon, chief, Neurology 
Division, Baystate Medical Center. 

Since a person usually does not experi- 
ence any symptoms associated with high 
blood pressure, both Armon and Giugliano 
recommend having your blood pressure 
checked at every health contact or at least 
once a year by your physician. Also, pa- 
tients taking prescription medications for 
hypertension who have their blood pressure 
under control should have it checked every 
3-6 months. 

A blood pressure reading of 120/80 is 
normal, and a reading greater than 140/90

heart or brain problems in people with ad- 
vanced Lyme disease. 

When her symptoms failed to go away, 
Rosati, 48, said she had looked online for 
more information and found the Fibromyal- 
gia and Fatigue Center in Norwalk, Conn. 

“As soon as I walked in and after filling 
out the questionnaire, they knew I had Lyme 
disease...by the way I presented clinically,” 
she said. When she was tested again for 
Lyme disease, Rosati said she was “off the 
scales.” 

Initially, she started taking medicine to 
treat her Lyme disease and went to the clin- 
ic in Norwalk once a week for intravenous 
medication. She was also put on pills and 
supplements to treat the disease. When she 
could no longer afford that medical care, 
she turned to Lyme literate medical doctors 
(LLMD), which she said are lacking in Mas- 
sachusetts due to political controversy. 

Now, she is doing herbal treatments and 
detoxing to get rid of the infection though 
the use of herbs, medicines, and baths. 

“['m probably about 60-70 percent bet- 
ter,” she said. “T still have a long road ahead 
of me.” 

With her disease at a manageable level, 
and following Gov. Deval Patrick’s recent 
declaration that May is to be Lyme Disease 
Awareness Month, Rosati has joined with 
Sturbridge Lyme Awareness of Massachu- 
setts (S.L.A.M.) members in Sturbridge to 
celebrate its first ever Mayday Lyme Fair on 
May 1. The event was held at the Sturbridge 
Common and boasted awareness booths, 
tick prevention information, music, crafts 
and the Connecticut Lyme Riders. 

“My goal is to learn as much as possible 
about this disease and spread awareness,” 
said Rosati, who hopes to do a lace up for 
Lyme walk and continue with the Sturbridge 
fair next year. “I’d like to organize a Mass 
Lyme Riders to raise money to help with the 
awareness, working with the Connecticut 
Lyme Riders. 

“The whole purpose is to clear up the con- 
troversy and get people educated,” she said.

¢ Check yourself and your pets fre- 
quently during and after your walk or 
hike. 

Ticks that carry Lyme disease are so 
small that they are very hard to see. Af- 
ter returning home, remove your clothes 
and thoroughly inspect all skin surface 
areas, including your scalp.

Looking ahead to the future, Cohen said 
he is excited for the next phase of School 
Street Park, which is currently in the design 
phase.
